Phone Company
Asks Tax Refund

Complaint to recover taxes
paid on a telephone central of-
fice building in Torrance and a
radio station in Palos Verdes
was filed in Los Angeles county
superior court this week by the
Southern  California . Telephone
Company.

Refund of a total of $241,406 in
taxes paid under protest on‘an
assessed valuation totaling $5,-
128,120 was demanded by the
company. The _com-=
plaint asserted that after the val-
uations had been set on the
company’s properties by the state
board of equalization the com-
pany filed a petition for a re-
assessment, but this was denied.

Most of the 44 Incorporated
cities of the county and the prop-
erties in many of the unincor-
porated areas served by the com-
pany are involved, but they are
not named as defendants since
the company desires a refund on
the taxes paid to the county
general fund.
